Mr. Beldwin. now permits himeelf officially 
to hint the charge that France eritered the Ruhr 
with another object than reparations has gained 
ground in his mind and to warn the French that 
if they are trying to to “keep open the wounds of 
Hurope rather than heal them,” estrangement with 
Great Britain is certain. Mr. Lioyd George, speak- 
ing without the restraint of executive responsibil- 
ity, openly asserts “Prance is in the Ruhr and 
means to stay there.” Curzon and Baldwin declare, 
in effect, that unless there is prompt relief for the 
present altuation Burope may sink into “ irretriev- 
able ruin.” . 

In Paris the comment, official wink unofficial, 
varies from the indignant to the sarcasits and all 
ie aggressively bitter. 

In short, though the failure of the British at- 
tempt leaves the diplomatic situation in status quo, 
it has inflamed opinion in both countries and, it 
would seem, brought the entente very close to its 
end. The French government seems to have been 
left unebaken but resentful. The British govern- 
ment has been left with an uncomfortable alterna- 
tive of accepting a rebuff and resigning ftself to
